Now the cotton is up. The 
women and the children, boys and 
girls, now out of school, will chop 
it. When the weevils appear they 
will poison the cotton. It is a 
tedious job. Poison is mixed in 
molasses. The children, the wife 
and the mother, take buckets of 
the deadly sweet. Each has a 
stick with a rag tied on one end. 
This is dipped in the poisoned 
syrup and a leaf or so on each 
plant is daubed with it, The 
weevils eat it and die. This is 
cheaper than spraying a field 
with expensive machinery, or 
having a crop duster come with 
his plane. When the bolls open 
in the patches and fields of the 
small farmers it will be the 
women and children -who do the 
back-wearing job of picking it, 
dragging the huge, hard-to-fill 
gacks along with them. 


The baby in the patch is a bit 
of Americana rarely seen today. 
It was common in the old days. 
Babies were taken to the fields 
and placed on pallets at the end 
of the row. They were moved as 
the work progressed. Mothers 
would stop long enough to nurse 
them or replenish “pacifiers.” I 
remember a mother telling me of 
her pride in a son graduating 
from high school at a small rural 
town. “I practically raised that 
boy at row’s end of a cotton field,” 
she said, “and now he is going 
to college on a scholarship to be 

a county agent.” Her eyes misted. 
“It was worth it all,” she said,

Vets’ Pay 


Overhaul 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The House Veterans Com- 
mittee unanimously approved a bill Thursday providing 
for a sweeping overhaul in the government’s pension 
system for veterans’ widows and veterans with non- 


service connected disabilitie 


The measure, which would set | 
up a new sliding scale of pension 
payments, would cost an extra 
$308 million in its first year 
of operation. It was expected, 
however, to save the government 
a total of $12 billion by the year 
2000. 


The new system would not af- 
fect the pensions of ex-servicemen 
with disabilities stemming from 
their military service. 


The bill, which would go into 
effect July 1, 1960, would mean 
increased payments for 70 per 
cent of the 805,000 veterans and 
450,000 widows now on the pension 
rolls. No one on the rolls before 
the 1960 date would receive a cut. 


Besides considering a veteran’s 
outside income, the proposed new 
system would also take into ac-| 
count his wife’s income over $1.- 
200 a year in computing his need. | 
It also would set up a ‘“‘net| 
worth” test to disqualify ex-serv- | 
icemen with substantial assets. 


Under the present system, a 
veteran's monthly pension is 
$78.75 a month in nearly all cases, 
regardiess of the number of de- 
pendents or outside income. The 
income ceiling now is $1,400 a 
year for single men and $2,700 


for married veterans. Widows now |

The committee’s bill would set 
up the following new sliding scale 
for the pensions: 

Single veterans: $85 a month if 
outside income is below $600 an-

Veterans with one or more de- 
pendents: $90 if outside income 
is below $1,000, $75 if income is 
$1,000 to $2,000, and $45 if income

is $1,200 to $1,800. An additional

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‘Hot Cargo’ Ruling 


Is Fair, Sensible 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
on June 6 issued two decisions which 
vitally affect the public interest and on 
which action should have been taken 
long ago. 

The decisiohs in effect will render 
ineffective the “hot cargo” clause of 
Teamster Union contracts, a major weap- 
on which Jimmy. Hoffa has held over 
every major industry in the country. It 
made possible his recent threat to call 
a general strike in transportation if 
Congress passes laws outlawing second- 
ary boycotts and putting his scandal- 
ridden union under anti-trust laws. 

Briefly, the ICC granted the Galves- 
ton Truck Line Corp. and Nebraska Short 
Line Carriers, Inc. authority to operate 
in various areas where other motor car- 
riers were invoking secondary boycotts 
under the “hot cargo” clause. 

The battle was begun four years ago 
by Desmond Berry, president of the Gal- 
veston company. He has waged it almost 
singlehandedly but gained increasing 
support from the general public as his 
crusade against abuses of the public in- 
terest gained ngtionwide attention. 

The ICC decisions mean that if motor 
carriers invoke “hot cargo” secondary 
boycotts then other carriers can apply 
for and be granted permanent authority 
to provide service. Free competition now 
will prevent carriers from resorting to 
use of this blackmail weapon. 

The ICC thus demonstrates its abil- 
ity to curb abuses of union power in 
transportation. The nation is indebted 
to Mr. Berry. 

As for Jimmy Hoffa, he announced 
yesterday he would respect court orders 
to carry out reforms within the Team- 
sters. The ICC and the courts thus are 
trying to do what Congress has failed to 
do in curbing the arrogant, unrestrained 
power of this man who has threatened 
even the government itself.

Reckless Charges Give 


Comfort to Communists 


Thurgood Marshall, legal counsel of 
the NAACP, addressed Negro Masons of 
Georgia in Augusta Tuesday night. 
Among other things, he said: “The state 
attorney (Eugene Cook) admitted the 
stuff he puts out isn’t true... but J. 
Edgar Hoover says the NAACP has as 
fine a reputation as any organization in 
the country. We'll no more keep a 
Commie in the NAACP than we would 
a Klansman.” 

We assume the speech had reference 
to Mr. Cook’s frequent equation of the 
NAACP with communism. 

Here is pointed up a necessary les- 
son. It will be well if we learn it. 

The greatest threat to this country 
and the free world is communism. It is 
an aggressive force, bent on world domi- 
nation. The United States and the free 
nations can defeat it only if our ideas of 
freedom and liberty prevail. To do that 
we must understand communism for 
what it is. 

Here of late we have had a great deal 
of silliness and deliberate smearing in 
which the epithet of communism is glibly 
and recklessly used. All this helps com- 
munism. 

We have the preposterous accusation 
that Communists back fluoridation of 
water. Those who urge slum clearance 
and public housing are attacked as Com- 
munists. Demagogues label those who 
would save the public schools as com- 
munistic. The Supreme Court is charged 
with being under Communist influence. 

It is perfectly true that the man who 
knows most about communism, J. Edgar 
Hoover of the FBI, pays tribute to the 
NAACP for resisting persistent Commu- 
nist infiltration attempts. Whatever the 
NAACP is, it isn’t communistic. If Mr. 
Cook knows differently, he should go 
immediately to Mr. Hoover and present 
the evidence. 

Meanwhile, it will not assist the cause 
of the South to have opposition to the 
NAACP’s efforts confused by charges of 
communism unless there is basis for it. 

Today it is the custom of too many 
persons to label as Communists all those 
with whom they do not agree. That is 
being communism’s little helper. Let’s 
not give Moscow an assist.

Wail of Police Sirens 


Has Comforting Effect 


Chief Jenkins’ ruling on the police 
car siren controversy is a reasonable one. 

Sirens will remain on certain vehicles 
used for purposes where the device is 
deemed necessary. They will be removed 
from other cars whose drivers, because 
of the nature of their duties, are likely 
to have less real need for them. 

Despite conflicting views on the sub- 
ject, it stands to reason that the use of 
sirens in chasing motorized fugitives and 
in answering emergency calls is a safety 
factor that should be retained. 

Indiscretion on the part of police in 
using sirens, of course, should be curbed. 
But certainly there couldn’t be nearly as 
many siren-happy policemen as there are 
youngsters and, for that matter, a few 
not so young who shatter the tranquility 
of the night with their “scratching off” 
and illegal cut-outs. Enforcement of the 
law requiring proper mufflers is all too 
lax. 

Actually, the wail of a police siren 
in the distance can be downright com- 
forting to the law-abiding citizen. It is 
a reminder that the police are on the 
job, that there’s protection out there for 
his home and loved ones. It is a good 
feeling. 


Congress Is Bypassing 


Some Critical Problems 


With about two months to go, the 
86th Congress has achieved a commend- 
able record in numbers of bills consid- 
ered and passed. But there are a number 
of major issues which the House and Sen- 
ate apparently will bypass without con- 
structive action. 

For one thing, the farm problem 
grows worse. The vast mountain of sur- 
pluses—about 10 billion dollars worth— 
will continue to grow bigger under pres- 
ent programs. 

The Senate-passed labor bill is not 
expected to get out of the House. Mean- 
while, the uncontrolled power of Jimmy 
Hoffa and others like him rankles in the 
public mind. Abuses of power, unre- 
strained racketeering at public expense 
and irresponsibility in labor-manage- 
ment relations will continue. 

Congress is. not likely to come to 
grips with the inflation problem, . Be- 
cause of this failure, the administration 
has been forced to ask for a new hike 
in the national debt ceiling and for in- 
creases in interest rates on government 
bonds. These moves will add to infla- 
tion. Yet Congress continues to vote 
more appropriations than can be paid 
under the present revenue structure. 

Failure to act on these major prob- 
lems could mean a lot of new faces in 
Congress in 1961. But in the meantime 
the public hopelessly must watch the sit- 
uation grow worse with each passing 
month.

Geneva Talks Collapse 
Now U p To Russians 


Early collapse of the Geneva talks is, 
at this writing, a possibility. But the thin 
hope remains the Russians may make 
some concession to prevent it. 

If not, the Western foreign ministers 
almost certainly will return home, leav- 
ing their deputies or assistants there to 
maintain a nucleus for returning to nego- 
tiations. 

The Russians, of course, are taking ad- 
vantage of the fact the French have 
opened a crack in NATO with demands 
for atomic equality via gifts from the 
United States and Britain. The Soviets 
also know there is a difference of opinion 
in Britain between the Labor and Con- 
servative Parties.

Should all south-bound trolley 
traffic be funneled into other par- 
allel streets so as to leave Peach- 
tree street in the heart of Atlanta 
available for all possible north- 
bound traffic only, all types of 
traffic should move more easily 
at all times. This should speed 
up the flow enough to make the 
riding of trolleys more attractive 
to quite a few who now use their 
cars rather than fight things as 
they are. 

This same procedure could be 
werked the other way around with 
Whitehall traffic, leaving an ab- 
solute minimum of those trolleys 
that would have to travel the 
whole distance. 

This thought is in keeping with 
the fact that the Main Decatur 
line travels west into Atlanta via 
Edgewood and east out of Atlanta 
via Auburn avenue. Some of the 
others do the same, and your 
traffic flow on those two streets 
never seems to have a too crowd- 
ed condition.

Valley Forge 
Was That Ditch 


VALLEY FORGE—The hardest 
battle of the American Revolution 
was not fought at Bunker Hill or 
Brandywine. The 
war for liberty 
was won here 
where there was 
a forge beside 
Valley Creek at 
its junction with 
the Schuylkill 
River. Here the 
enemy was not 
flesh and blood 
on whom you 
waited until you 
saw ‘“‘the whites 
of their eyes.” At Valley Forge 
the ragged remnants of the Con- 
tinental Army faced what Robert 
Ingersoll called ‘“‘the infantry of 
the snow’’ and ‘“‘the cavalry of 
the wild blast.”’ 

The enemy was mud, slush and 
sickness, hostile neighbors who 
trafficked with the British and 
an apathetic homefront. 


‘““Phese are times that try men’s 
souls,’’ said Thomas Paine, in a 
pamphlet published by the Phila- 
delphia Underground. 

A champion, they say, fights to 
the last ditch, then gets into the 
ditch and fights. 

For George Washington, Valley 
Forge was the last ditch. 

While the Britishers enjoyed 
their comfort in Philadelphia, 
there to live it up, the patriot 
general prayed at Valley Forge 
with no intent to give it up. 

The snows melted with the 
spring, the frozen slopes thawed 
and turned lush and green as 
they are in June, 1959. By June, 
1778, the general who had gone 
to his knees in the snow led out 
an army worth much more than 
a continental. 


We drove to Valley Forge in 40 
minutes, out Philadelphia’s ‘‘Main 
Line’’ (route of the Pennsy 
R.R.). If the Britishers had 
stirred themselves to a_ forced 
march, over. the same road, and 
a stiff fight, they might easily 
have buried America’s hopes for 
independence in that ditch at 
Valley Forge in the winter of 
1777-78. 

-But the Redcoats preferred the 
fireside to the firing line. And 
Valley Forge became a monu- 
ment to leadership, to stubborn 
courage and devotion to the cause 
of freedom. — 

Valley Forge, a Pennsylvania 
state park, is a shrine that all 
should see in times that try 
men’s souls. :

Cuban Land Deals 


By E. W. KENWORTHY

WASHINGTON—The United States sent a note to 


Cuba Thursday expressing 


“serious concern’ over the 


compensation to be paid American citizens for property 
confiscated under Premier Fidel Castro’s new land- 


reform porgram. 


The Cuban agrarian reform law, 
which was promulgated by decree 
on June 4, provides that no for- 
eigner may own or inherit land 
in Cuba, American sugar interests 
own approximately 1,663,000 acres 
in Cuba. 


The Cuban government will pay 
for expropriated land—whether 
owned by Cubans or foreigners— 
in 20-year bonds bearing 42 per 
cent interest. The bonds are not 
convertible into dollars. 


Compansation for expropriated 
property is to be based on valu- 
ation for tax purposes—a level far 
below actual market value in most 
cases. 


In a note delivered to Cuban 
Foreign Minister Roberto Agra- 
monte by Ambassador Philip W. 
Bonsal, the United States said: 


“The wording of the Cuban 
agrarian law gives serious con- 
cern to the government of the 
United States with regard to the 
adequacy of the provision for com- 
pensation to its citizens whose 
property may be expropriated.” 


The note recognized the right 
of a state to expropriate foreign- 
owned property in the absence of 
treaty provisions to the contrary. 
But the United States reminded 
Cuba that this right, under in- 
ternational law, “‘is coupled with 
the corresponding obligation that 
such taking will be accompanied 
by payment of prompt, adequate 
and effective compensation.”

find that bankers will be unwill- 
ing to extend loans. This lack 
of personal capital causes more 
turndowns on business loans than 
any other single reason. Bankers 
are reluctant to risk their depos- 
itors’ money in an enterprise in 
which the proprietor himself is 
not risking the major share. 


Lenders will be impressed, too, 
if you have already lined up 
other backers, such as suppliers, 
or well-known local business peo- 
ple, who have agreed to put up 
some money or extend credit. 


In short, business’ borrowing is 
like personal borrowing. The rules 
are the same: (2) Know exactly 
how much you need; (2) Know 
what you need it for; (3) Give 
the lender some assurance that 
you are a good risk; (4) demon- 
strate that others have trusted 
you and that your personal cred- 
it standing is good; (5) Show how 
and when you plan to repay. 


MONEY FROM WHERE? 


Where do others get the mon- 
ey? It is hard to nail down the 
figures for small business. Many 
firms assemble investment cap- 
ital from ‘relatives, friends and 
private sources. 


As a rule, the average small 
business starts its life with a 
hodgepodge of financing. Most 
of the money, as mentioned above, 
comes from the proprietor. Some 
of it comes from suppliers or 
franchisers willing to risk money 
on the success of the new firm. 
Some of it comes from banks, 
business loan funds and other 
lenders. 


* ° P 
Few small businesses can raise 
money by selling stock. It is 
expensive to raise money this 
way, and there is no guarantee 
that there will be buyers for 
stock in small firms. 


Look at the accompanying table 
for retail, wholesale, manufactur- 
ing. It shows how small firms 
get the money to open. 


There are plenty of hurdles to 
jump in raising money for small 
business, so you'd better be pre- 
pared for them... plan your 
money-raising campaign care- 
fully. 


As a new man in business, you 
are trying to sell an idea, a be- 


ness with a record of past earn- 
ings, you are operating on an 
educated guess as to the pros- 
pects for success. And no one 
will be quicker to point this out 
to you than a prospective lender. 


In addition, if you have had 
no previous experience in run- 
ning your own business, you have 
only your personal credit rating 
and your own reputation to use 
as reference. Later on, when your 
business is in operation, you'll 
have a business credit rating, 
facts and figures from your bal- 
ance sheet and profit and loss 
statements to testify to your 
worth as a business risk. 


LONG TERM MONEY 


You'll discover that long-term 
money is hard to find. Most busi- 
ness loans are of the short-term 
variety, useful to operating busi- 
nessmen who need large amounts 
of capital to stock up on inven-

The new small business invest- 
ment companies: Big news for 
small business, for new firms 
and established businesses, too. 

Just authorized by Congress in 
1958, this is a brand-new scheme 
for providing equity capital or 
long-term loans (20-year maxi- 
mum) to small business through 
a combination of private and gov- 
ernment-financed investment 
firms. 

How these companies work: A 
bank, ‘private investors, other 
money sources pool capital (at 
least $300,000 to qualify under the 
new program, half of which may 
be borrowed from the government 
at 5 per cent interest) then lend 
to small firms at the going rate 
of interest. 


These companies may not invest 
more than 20 per cent of total 
capital in any one firm. 


Definitely aimed ‘at small busi- 


ness: Manufacturing firms with 


no more than 1,000 workers... 
retail and service companies with 
yearly sales up to one million 

. . wholesale and construction 
companies with annual sales up 
to 5 millions . . . partnerships and 
proprietorships with no stock or 
public market for their stock (if 
total assets don’t exceed 6 mil- 
lions). 


STRESS SOUNDNESS 


New business can get equity 
capital, or long-term loans, but at 
first the preference will certainly 
be for established businesses. The 
Small Business Administration,. 
which is in charge of the program, 
is putting emphasis on investment 
soundness. SBA will not dominate 
policies, however, and some in- 
vestment firms will be more 
speculative than others, depending 
on the management. 


It is a new source of a new 
kind of money for businessmen: 
Equity capital that heretofore has 
been more difficult to get . . . for 
long-term expansion plans, mod- 
ernization and the like. 


It’s worth looking into, if you 
are contemplating a business of 
your own. Also worth looking into 
if you have any idle capital and 
would like to invest some. 


As firms are licensed by SBA, 
you can get names. Contact the 
nearest office of the Small Busi- 
ness Administration. 


Development commissions, too, 
have proved to be a source of aid 
for new businesses. Many states 
have such agencies to encourage 
new business to locate, provide 
jobs and business for the state.

The place is St. John’s Mel- 
kite Catholic Church and the 
time is 12:30 p.m.

The 
best part of it is that they are 
inviting all Atlantans to come 
and eat, which is a real treat 
for those who are interested in 
and enjoy foreign foods. 


Rolled grape leaves filled with 
rice, lamb and seasoning are 
on the menu for Sunday. Leba- 
nese meat pies are a treat that 
guests will surely marvel over. 
They are pastries filled with 
little meat balls and pine nuts. 
The dough is cut in triangles 
and meat is placed on the dough. 
The dough is folded gently up 
around the meat and baked to 
brown. The pastry is the type 
that melts in your mouth, but 
the meat balls are seasoned so 
that they are exceptionally tasty. 


FIX TABULI 

Tabuli is a salad of vegeta- 
bles that are chopped so small 
the only way you can recognize 
the ingredients is by taste and 
color. Parsley, mint leaves, to- 
matoes and onions are chopped 
in tiny pieces and seasoned with 
oil, lemon juice, salt and pep- 


per. Ground wheat is mixed 
through the salad to give a 
nutty flavor. The salad is de- 
licious. 


Baked kibee is a lamb and 
beef dish mixed with wheat, 
nuts and onions. Green beans 
will be cooked oriental style. 
There will be other foods to 
treat members of the family 
who attend. 


Because the Lebanese cooks 
could not buy all the foods they 
needed for their cooking in lo- 
cal stores, they had to order 
some special items from New 
York. For example, cooked or 
ground wheat must be ordered.

You didn’t mention your age 
but, judging from your letter my 
guess is that you are about 15.

She may not be a “drunkard” 
now bu: it is a small step from 
her present behavior to that of 
becoming an alcoholic. Write a 
note to Alcoholics Anonymous

them to send her the booklet, 
“A A—44 Questions and An- 
swers.”’ Perhaps it will make 
your mother wake up before it 
is too late—if she will read it. 


Since you are active in the 
church I presume you know 
your clergyman fairly well. If 
you do, why not talk to him and 
ask if he will call on your 
mother? Perhaps he could in- 
terest her in attending your 
church and changing her ways. 
As for your own interest in re- 
ligion and in the activities of 
your church you most certainly 
should be encouraged to con- 
tinue both.

a yellowed photograph or two in an old 
album. There were many new graves with 
slick modern tombstones but we passed 
to the old ones which were dirt mounds 
ornamented with shells from the gulf. 


The children stopped to finger the shells 
curiously, lifting them gently from the lit- 
tle peaks of earth that supported them when 
the rains beat down the earth around them. 
They were bigger shells and many of 
them were different from the ones that 
can be found on the crowded beaches of 
today.

WASHINGTON — The Geneva 
Foreign Ministers’ Conference has 
demonstrated once more the need 
to devise new ways of negotiating 
with the Russians. 


For over a month now, Herter 
has been involved with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Gromyko, in a 
tiresome and fruitless argument 
that could have been carried on 
by any other experienced official. 


The new secretary has had no 
time to organize the State De- 
partment the way he wants it. He 
has had no opportunity to estab- 
lish close personal relations with 
President Eisenhower. Of the 51 
days he has been in office, 36 
have been spent out of the coun- 
try, and while this has been a use- 
ful exercise in showing him how 
the Soviets operate, it has cer- 
tainly not proved the value of 
foreign ministers’ meetings. 


DIVERT ATTENTION 


What it has proved is that the 
Soviet Union, by creating a crisis 
over Berlin—and they can create 
one there anytime they like—has 
the capacity to divert the top offi- 
cials of all the principal Western 
nations from Western problems 
they might be able to do some- 
thing about into East-West prob- 
lems they can do very little to: 
resolve. 

There are great issues within 
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the Western coalition that badly 
need attention. The U.S.-French 
dispute over atomic policy has 
reached a point where the French 
are refusing to allow the NATO 
alliance to keep atomic weapons 
in France and Gen. Norstad, the 
NATO commander, is_ talking 
about moving his air command 
from France to Germany. 


The common market nations of 
Western Europe are engaged in 
one of the most hopeful move- 
ments toward economic and poli- 
tical unity in history, but have 
created new economic problems 
with other countries which the 
United States, if it had time and 
energy to intervene judiciously, 
might do much to overcome. 


OTHER TROUBLES ASIDE 


There is trouble in Latin Ameri- 
ca, in the Middle East, in the 
Caribbean, and in the Far East, 
which busy officials, preoccupied 
with the endless tangle of Geneva, 
have to place on the side for an- 
other day.

In the long run, the way to 
reach an accommodation with 
the East may very well lie in pe 
unification and strengthening of 
the West.

Take bacon and eggs for in- 
stance. She rolls up the edges 
of the foil just enough to contain 
the grease, puts it down on the 
grill and drops in her bacon. The 
eggs follow of course.

Mrs. DeLegal salts and butters 
a fresh ear of corn, wraps it in 
aluminum foil, rolling the ends 
securely, and places it on the 
grill or in the coals. 


She bakes potatoes and apples 
in the same manner. Cut out 
the core of the apple and add 
butter, cinnamon and a dash 
of sugar. 


Here’s the way she fixes canned 
biscuits. 


Place them on a sheet of foil 
(some refrigerated biscuits come 
in aluminum foil trays), add a 
dab of butter to each one and put 
another sheet of foil over the 
top of them. Be sure you turn 
them frequently. Over a good 
hot fire, it should take about 20 
minutes to brown them perfectly.

Tranquilizers Helping Catch) Stray Dogs Here 


Fulton County health authori-' 
ties have been usifig tranquilizers 
and sleeping powders in their ef- 
forts to locate: and stamp out 
packs of stray dogs roaming the 
Atlanta area. 


Dr, John A. Giddens, veterin- 
arian, said the health department 
has captured some dogs through 
the use of tranquilizers and sleep- 
ing powders introduced to them in 
food and through limited use of 
dart guns, 


Success of the sleeping powders 
in catching strays, Dr. Giddens 
added, merits their further use. 


The veterinarian said packs of | 


“unfed, unowned and unhoused 
dogs’’—some of which were mere- 
ly turned free by their owners— 
have been located in four Atlanta 
areas. 


These are near Crestlawn Cem- 
etery, Niskey Lake, Washington- 
Rawson streets and Monroe drtve- 
Boulevard. 


The Niskey Lake or Ben Hill 
area, Dr. Giddens said, probably 
has more stray dogs than any 
other section of the county be- 
cause people drive down Camp- 
bellton road and dump out un- 
wanted dogs. 


It would bé much simpler, he 


said, if they would bring the 
i by the county pound and 
turn them in. 


Portions of these quadrants of 
the county are now under quar- 
antine because rabid dogs have 
been located in them, Dr. Giddens 
reported. The northeast section is 
not under quarantine. 


But he emphasized there is no 
increase in rabies herb, nor is 
there any upsurge in dog-bites. 
He said an average of 10 reported 
dog-bite cases daily and two re- 
cent findings of rabid dogs are 
usual for the summer. 


The veterinarian declared, how- 


ever, that any person bitten by a 
dog “should report it immedi- 
ately” and give a description of 
the dog and where the biting in- 
cident took place so the animal 
can be caught and examined.

Cancer Research 
Always Hopeful 


Since cancer actually is an ab- 
normal disorderly development of 
cells which crowd out and replace 
normal tissue, the study of the 
growth of normal and abnormal 
cells has been for many years 
the method by which it was hoped 
the secret of this cruel develop- 


iment of abnormal cells would be 


revealed. 


This phase of the disease is be- 
ing explored from all angles. Of 
great interest to the research 
workers is the possibility of an 
action by a hormone, which as 
you know is a chemical secretion 
of a gland of internal secretion. 
Such a hormone is known to have 
an excitatory effect on distant 
parts of the body. In the hope of 
destroying the effect of such a 
hormone on the growing cancer 
cells, glands such as the adrenals, 
the overies, and even the little 
gland in the brain called the pitu- 
itary have been removed with 
some effect but not a permanent 
one on the cancer growth. 


Then too, there is the matter of 
why some people develop cancer 
and others not; is there an im- 
munity in some individuals which 
protects them against this dis- 
ease? What is that immunity fac- 
tor? Another lead question! 

There is hope that there are 
some weak areas in cancer cells 
which might be attacked and con- 
quered by drugs. Hence the mo- 
lecular structures of certain drugs 
are being intensively studied in 
the hope that some of these com- 
binations might be used to kill 
cancer cells but not the normal 
cells of the body. 


That is the big problem in anti- 
cancer drug research, as it is in 
work with atomic radiation: To 
kill off the cancer cells and leave 
the body still alive. 


If a specific substance could be 
found in cancer cells which dis- 
tinguishes them from normal 
cells, the beginning would be 
made toward finding a drug 
which might prevent the develop- 
ment of that substance or destroy 
it. There is hope from research in 
various parts of this country and 
of the world that a substance pe- 
culiar to cancer cells may be 
identified. Then the fight to make 
it impotent or to eliminate it from 
the cells may be fought and won.

The correct percentage play 
was not easy to determine in 
today’s hand, but declarer finally 
came up with an answer which 
offered him two chances instead 
of one. 


South’s hand reevaluated to 19 
points when hearts were raised 
so he proceeded directly to game. 


The king of diamonds was 
opened against the four heart 
contract and West shifted to the 
four of clubs, East’s queen forced 
the ace. Apparently everything 
depends on the heart finesse, in- 
asmuch as one trick has to be 
surrendered in each of the side 
suits. Holding 10 hearts the per- 
centages favor the finesse over 
the play for the drop. However, 
the advantage in favor of the fi- 
nesse is slight and the chance of 
dropping a singleton king is not 
at all remote, so that declarer hit 
upon a plan of attack that ap- 
peared to offer him an additional 
prospect. 


It involved refusal of the trump 
finesse. If the king of hearts fails 
to drop, there is a chance to 
make the hand if the player hold- 
ing that card has no more than 
two spades. Declarer therefore 
prepared for such a case by re- 
turning the club at once. East 
won with the king and played the 
nine which South ruffed. He then 
ruffed the remaining diamond, 
completely eliminating diamonds 
and clubs. Then followed a low 
trump to the ace and when noth- 
ing sensational took place, the 
king and ace of spades were 
cashed and then a trump was led. 
West won the trick and was help- 
less. Either a diamond or club

Louisiana Vote Hearing

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Federal Civil Rights 
Commission announced Thursday it will hold public 
hearings in Shreveport, La., next month to investigate 
charges that Negroes were barred from voting in north- 


west Louisiana. 


It voted 5-0 to open the hear- 
ings July 13 after Louisiana offi- 
cia!s refused to allow commission 
investigators to examine voting 
records. The commission said it 
had 68 sworn complaints from 
Negroes in nine parishes (coun- 
ties) in the northwest section. 


All the Negroes charged they 
had been denied the right to reg- 
ister or vote because of color. 


The hearing will be the second 
into alleged discrimination in vot- 
ing because of race. The commis- 
sion held hearings in Mont- 
gomery, Ala., last December after 


state officials refused to make 
voting records available. 


: 


A commission spokesman said 
parish registrars refused to allow 
investigators to check the. Louisi- 
ana books. Faced with this re- 
fusal, he said, the commission at 
a meeting in Chicago last month 
ordered the staff to confer with 
Louisiana Gov. Earl K. Long. 


He said the staff officials had 
conferred with Long, now receiv- 
ing psychiatric treatment in a 
Texas Hospital, and with the 
stat- attorney general in an effort 
to look at the voting records of 
the nine parishes. 


According to the commission 
spokesman, the commission rep- 
resentatives reached an under- 
starding with the attorney gen-
